M., and succeeded just as the day broke 
In surprising and capturing 20 Rebels, 3 Elephants, 
2 Camels, 17 Horses, besides a large quantity of Arms 
of all descriptions. Amongst the prisoners captured 
were Sepoys of the 42nd, 60th and 67th Regiments 
of Native Lufantry. 

I was now informed that the remainder of the 
Rebels, with Bullee and Bulkurreem Sing, occupied a 
line of topes running along the edge of the Terraie 
and within halfa mile of it, leaviug the prisoners in 
the charge of a small Guard, I at once pushed on 
with the remainder of the Troops, but fearing that the 
enemy might obtain information of my approach, I 
advanced with the Cavalry, with a view ¢o vetting 
between them and the Terraie to cut off their retreat, 
and keep them in check till my Infantry could, come 
up. This I succeeded in doing, but the Rebelg, appa- 
rently all regular Scpoys, and about 200 strong, turned 
out and attacked me in @ most determined manner.

3rd.—The Packet may contain any number of separate hooks or*other publtcations, prints, or maps, 
and any quantity of paper, parchment or vellum (to the exclusion, however, of letters whether scaled 
or open) and the books or other publications, prints, maps, &c., may be either printed, written or plain, 
or any mixture of the three. Further, all legitimate binding, mounting, or covering of a book, 
publication, &c., or of a portion thereof, will be allowed, whether such*binding, &c. be loose or attached ; 
ag algo rollers in the case of prints or maps, markers (whether of paper or otherwise in the case of 
books ; and in short whatever is necessary for the safe transmission of literary or artietic matter or 
usually appertains thereto. 

4th.—The Packet must not contain any letter, closed or open, or any enclosure sealed or otherwise 
closed against inspection, nor must there be any letter, or any communication of the nature of a letter 
written or printed in any such Packet or on its cover. Entries, however, merely stating who sends the 
book, &c., or to whom it is given, are not regarded as a letter. . 

th.-No Book-Packet can be received if it exceeds two feet in length, width, or depth. 

6th.—Any Packet which shall not be open at the ends or sides, or shall have any letter 
or any communication of the nature of a letter written or printed in it or upon its cover will be 
charged with Letter Postage. 

* Vth.—If a Packet be found to contain any letter, Whether closea or open, or any enclosure sealed or 

othgrwise closed against inspec tion, or any other unauthorized enclosure, the letter or enclosure will be 
taken out and forwarded to the address on the Packet, charged with full Postage as an unpaid letter

“ No Public Officer is authorized to send Covers on the Public Service by Post, without payment of 
Postage, unless he is at the time on active duty and in charge of the Office by virtue of which the 
privilege is enjoyed. All letters superseribed as on the Public Service only’ must, even though the 
Postage thereon be not paid, be received and opened by the Officer to whom they are addressed, but if'any 
such, or partially paid letter so superseribed, and addressed to any Officer except a Secretary to Government 
he found when opened, to relate to the private affairs of the Sender, the Postage will be debited to 
him and he will be further liable to be dealt with under Section XLV Il., Act No. XVIT. of 1854. 

His Honor in Council further dircets that unpaid or tnsufliciently paid letters addressed to any 
such Officer or Department and not superscribed “on the Public Service only’ be refused, or if opened 
that it be at the risk and cost of the opener.”

Wuereas it is expedient to amend Act VIII of 

1859 (for simplifying the Pre- 
cedure of the Coane of Civil 
Judicature not established by Royal Charter): It 
is enacted as follows :— | 


Preamble. 


I. From and after the passing of this Act so 
much of the 382nd Section of 
Appeal to Sudder Act VIII of 1859, as enacts 
lad ese pete that “Ifthe appeal he to the 
woormens SSS — Sudder Ccurt it: shall be heard 
and determined by a Court consifting of three or 
more Judges of that Ceurt,” shall be repealed, and 
in lieu thereof the following shall form portion of 
the said Section :

The main body I afterwards heard had 
broken into two parties, the mounted men flying along 
the foot of the Hills, and the Footmen up the ravine 
to the left. 

The whole country was a mass of heavy jungle, but 
Kote Duftadar“Hwrree Singh, whom I had detached

of the fugitives, sabred one and shot the other. As 
one of the captured Camp Followers reported to me 
that the Rebels had cneamped the night before at a 
village called Muthame, I went there and found traces 
of their having been there very recently. In fact 
trom the marks I should say they left only to attack 
us at Patun.

your orders, I moved 
with a Force as per 
margin, at 11 a.™M., on 
the 16th instant, to op- 
pose a line of skirmishers 
which was moving down 
the Hills towards our position outside the village of 
Patun. 

I extended half of my men in skirmishing order, 
the remainder being in support under the Command of 
Lieutenant Ramsbottom, and I directed Lieutenant 
Austin to continue the extension to the Icft with the 
Natives under his Command, the enemy whom I believe 
to have been disrnounted Sowars about 60 in number 
descendcd the Hill in very good order, until my skir- 
mishers had arrived at the foot of 1t, which was about 
one-third of a mile from‘ the village, when I 
opened fire on them. They returned this without any 
damage to us, and those directly opposite to our skir- 
mishers retired quickly over the brow of the Hill, those 
to my left escaping by the ravines, and through the 
long grass and thick jungle ia a North- Easterly direc- 
tion. J pursued the Rebels who had retreated to my 
front, as quickly as the steepness of the Hill and bad 
nature of the ground would admit of. On reaching 
the other face of the top of the Hill, I perceived about 
100 of the enemy in a body 900 yards from mv in 
the Plain heneath which was covered with jungle. They 
were mounting their horses, and I again opened fire, 
emptying several saddles and producing an immediate 
flight. They retreated very rapidly through the jungle 
to the South-East, when, owing to the exceeding thick- 
ness of the jungle, I lost sight of them, but continued 
to advance with my skirmishers so as to support Cup- 
tain Fane, who was pursuing with the 4th Seikh Ca- 
valry, in case my assistance should be required. 

After proceeding at a fast pace for three miles, I 
came up with Captain Fane’s Force, and all the 
enemy having disappeared, and there being no traces

Officers and Men of this Corps to separate, without 
expressing in General Orders his acknowlede- 
ment of the excellent services they have rendered, 
and his admiration of their enduranee, and of 
their gallant bearing on the many occasions in 
which they have come in contact with the 
enemy. 

The Bengal Yeomanry Cavalry, formed in 
Caleutta ta the summer of 1857 on the footing 
of a Volunteer Corps reeaiving pay, Was, in Octo- 
ber of that year, moved towards the scene of the 
disturbances. Reaching Raneerunge, it proceeded 
in pursuit of Mutineers to Gya, and thence 
marched to Patna aud crossed into Tirhoet, in 
which District it was employed watching a body 
of Rebels. Karly in 1858 the Regiment. entered the 
Goruckpore District and took up, alone at first, 
a bold position at Ahmora, distant only five muies 
from an overwhelming Rebel forec, themselves 
only two hundred in number; and they held for 
the greater part of that year, with the Goruck- 
pore Field Force, important posts, and were, 
during that time, repeatedly engaged with the 
enemy. 

In the cold season of 1558-59, the Regiment.

WHEREaAs it is expedient tnat the Government 
monopoly of Salt within the 
Presidency of Fort St. George 
shall cease, and that an excise duty shall be levied 
upon all Salt manufactured therein ; It is enacted 
as follows :

I. Regulation I. 1805 (for regulating the Re- 
venue derivable from Salt manu- 
Jactured in the Territories sub-

A portion of the Rebels under Baboo Per. 
gun Sing, attacked by me on the 14th instant at 
Khungra-ka-naka, found themselves cut off from the 
road to Deokurh by the rapid advance of the British 
Troops, and saved themselves by quitting the road 
and hiding in the dense forest to the West of it. 
These fugitives were juincd by the Akonah Rajah’s 
people on the fhght of the latter before Captain 
Cleveland’s Detachment, and by a fresh party from 
Deokurh, and the whole 
under the Leaders as per 
margin, located themselves 
in the Sunputtree Pas, 
which is about 10 miles West of the Khungra Pass 
and the same distance from Musha. 1 heard of' this 
assembly whilst encamped 
at Musha, with the Troops 
as per margin, and imme- 
diately arranged an attack 
for the following mourning, 18th June 

2. The Sunputtreé Pasz leads, like the Khungra 
Paas, from the ‘Trans Raptee country into Deokurh 
(Nepaul), but it is accounted a very difficult ono, 
and is only used by the cowherds of the District, who

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pasture their cattle according to the season either 
on the Nepaul or British side of the mountains. It 
is approached through about six miles of the densest 
Terye Forest, and is simply the bed of a mountain 
torrent paved with huge boulder stones. A few reso- 
lute men could hold it against an army. 
encampment was in a small open dearing on the edge 
of the torrent about four miles from the commence- 
ment of the forest. 

3. The Troops marched from Musha at 2 A.M. 
in the strictest silence, and entered the forest wnehal- 
longed soon alter day break. After proceeding about 
three miles into the forest, the advanced guard was seen 
by a Picquet of the enemy and concealment heing ho 
longer an object, the Troops were urged forward in 
view to allow the Rebels as little notice of our 
approach as possible. 

4. The Rebel encampment was found deserted, and 
here I left the Cavalry, their serviees being vo longer 
required owing to the nature of the road. With the 
Infantry [pushed on in) pursuit as fast as possible. 
The tracks Jeft bv the Rebels showed both Cavalry 
and Jnfantry, and numbers of the latter were soon 
overtaken and skin, but 1 felt that the real prize was 
the Cavalry, and as the difficulties of the road in- 
ercased at each step, made certain of eventually over- 
taking them Finding that we gained upon them, 
they attempted to elude us by turning up the bed of a 
ravine tothe right of the road, ignorant that there 
was no exit at the other end. Here they were over- 
taken, aud cvery man slain, upwards of 25° horses, and 
20 ponies laden with baggage, falling into the hands 
of the Panjab Rifles, 

5. The pursuit was continued in all directions for 
fully five miles beyond the Rebel eneampment, and 
ereat slanghter made. Iam confident that upwards 
ef one hundred Rebels must have fallen. When the 
Troops were utterly exhausted by the combined 
effects of distance, heat, and the suffocating atmos- 
phere of the Terye Forest after heavy rain the pursuit 
ecased, and the Troops marched back to the Camp at 
Musha, which they reached about 3 P.M. 

6. The behaviour of the men of the Sth Punjab 
Rifles was bevond all praise, and it was emulated by 
that of a small party of the Oude Police (Millett’s 
Jezzailchees) which happened to be at Musha ona 
special service, and which I took with me to stop a 
road by which I thought it probable the Rebels would 
trv toescape. [beg to solicit the 3rd Class of the 
Order of Merit for Havildar Moosa Khan, of the 5th 
Punjab Ritles, who particularly distinguished himself’ 
in this affair, and also for Subadar Nehall Sing, of the 
same Regiment, who in my presence slew three of the 
ebels In single combat. 

7. Thave no Casualties to report. 


&%. Jn conclusion, J venture « hope that the afr 
now reported, in conjunction with chat of the Rhungra 
Pass on the Mth instant, will prove to the remaining 
Rebels the utter hopelessness of prolonged resistance, 
inasmuch as they have seen that the British Troops 
can and will attack them in thei selceted fastnesses 
of the frontier range of hills, undeterred alike by dread 
of the rainy season and of the deadly Terye Forest.
